Disloyalty Was Not Accidental 


In the federal grand jury report on sub­ 
v ersiv es in the United Nations, a process of 
public influence is described. 
Communist sympathizers were planted sys­ 
tematically in the federal gov ernment by key 
figures, known to and tolerated by the Roose­ 
v elt and Truman administrations. 
Once they were on the payroll, these sub­ 
v ersiv es stayed there, passing from one bureau 
to another. Many of them wound up in the 
United Nations, which became a kind of sanc­ 
tuary for bureaucrats whose disloyalty to the 
United States had become palpable. 
Their disloyalty was not accidental. These 
were not ordinary people. These were people 
chosen for a parasitic existence on the federal 
payroll bcause it was their function to poison 
federal personnel against the existing form of 
gov ernment in the United States. 
It will take a long time to get rid of all of 
them. But It will take no time at all to choke 
off the flow of new subv ersiv es into federal 
employment. 
That will happen the instant the federal gov ­ 
ernm ent passes from the hands of people sym­ 
pathetic with subv ersion to the hands of an ad­ 
ministration with no red taint on its thinking. 
The Henry Wallaces, Alger Hisses, Lee Press­ 
mans, Nathan Witts, Harry Dexter Whites and 
Owen Lattimores were not 
accidental. 
They 
were planned that way by the people who put 
them on the federal payroll and kept them 
there.

It’s noteworthy that Sen. Taft’s critics and 
ev en his friends, hav ing pointed out the danger 
to him of second-guessing the new “Mr. Re­ 
publican,’’ still half-admire him for his refusal 
to approv e the Durkin appointment. 
Sen. Taft was back in his political character 
as the opponent of me-tooism. He was back on 
the job as the tough thinker who kept the 
Republican party from being turned into a pale 
imitation of the New Deal by a succession of 
me-too candidates. 
Had it not been for Taft, there would hav e 
been no loyal opposition for Gen. Eisenhower 
to lead to v ictory at the polls this year. Taft 
can’t be blamed for wanting to remind the 
new party leadqr of the futility of unity in a 
two - party system. 
Voters want a choice when they go to the 
polls. 
They made a choice last election day when 
they elected Eisenhower instead of the candi­ 
date w^ho had the support of labor leaders. 
Sen. Taft, wise in politics, may be thinking 
of 1956 and trying to keep his party from 
handicapping itself with a resurgence of me- 
tooism in the same place where it originated 
in 1944 and 1948 .

McGranery’s An Exceptional Attorney General 


iMacArthur Could Be Wrong 


Ev erybody 
feels 
better 
because 
Dwight 
Eisenhower and Douglas MacArthur show signs 
of being able to swap opinions on Korea. 
America’s best - qualified expert on Asia 
and the next president of the United States 
apparently will be compatible. That will be a 
change from the condition which existed after 
Harry Truman reliev ed Mac.Arthur of all re­ 
sponsibility because of alleged insubordination 
to his commander in chief. 
Time and ev ents hav e made Mac.Arthur look 
a great deal better than Truman as the result 
of that clash of personalities and policies. De­ 
spite the fact MacArthur says his opinion nev er 
has been sought since, it nev er has been cut 
of mind. 
Gen. Clark, now on the scene in Asia, ol> 
v iously shares it closely. There hav e been re­ 
v isions since a committee of Congress rev iewed 
it in the early summer of 1951, but essentially 
it is still a plan to accomplish something more 
in Korea than a standoff on a peninsula. 
Mac.Arthur could be wrong. But at the close 
of 1952 it’s clearer than it ev er was before 
that ev erybody else has been wrong, too.

corrupt personnel and the incom­ 
petent 
time-serv ers 
who

down in safe berths ov er a 20 year 
period. 


BUT FOR the first time since 
Harlan Stone was 
attorney 
gen­ 
eral (19 24), the FBI has b e e n 
properly used by an attorney gen­ 
eral. For 20 years, at least, this 
most effectiv e agency of gov ern­ 
ment, limited as to its functions 
by law, subordinate to the attorney 
general, has diligently been gather­ 
ing data on criminals, spies and 
subv ersiv es only 
to 
find t h a t 
adequately prepared cases got lost 
in the Department of Justice. 
Jam es 
McGranery 
has 
resur­ 
rected many of these cases a nd 
either put them on the docket or 
if the statute of limitations h a d 
already run, he has handed t h e 
cases to congressional committees 
for inv estigation. 
He has cooperated with the Chelf 
committee 
of 
Congress 
in 
this 
m anner as he has with the Mc- 
Carran committee. 
It has been the habit of the De­ 
partm ent of Justice heretofore to 
resist the search by congressional 
committees for data. 
In the m atter of American em ­ 
ployes of the United Nations w h o 
are subv ersiv es or who engage in 
espionage, the Department of Jus­ 
tice did an amazingly swift and 
competent job since Jam es Mc­ 
Granery became attorney general. 
He appointed Roy M. Cohn a spe­ 
cial assistant to ferret out these 
cases. Roy Cohn is one of a hand­ 
ful of lawyers who are expert in 
this field. 


THE STORY GOES that the fed­ 
eral grand jury ran away in this 


case and resisted interference by 
the Department of Justice. It uü i 
be found, li the subject is ev er in­ 
v estigated. that tremendous pres­ 
sure was put on the attorney gen­ 
eral to drop the inv estigation of 
U.S. subv ersiv es and ev en to dis­ 
miss Cohn. 
Howev er, Cohn remained on the 
job: the cooperation between t h e 
Department of Justice and the Mc- 
Carran committee was a wonder­ 
ful example of team-work against 
subv ersiv es. Had a similar effort 
been made years ago, the s p y 
Arthur Adams would not 
h a v 
e 
escaped. 
I once heard James McGranery 
say that he would not be attorney 
general long enough to 
try 
the 
cases that need their day in court, 
but that before he left office, he 
would put them on the docket for 
his successor to handle. 
The case of Owen Lattimore is 
in point. Anyone who has read the 
full testimony before the Tydings 
committee and the McCarran Com­ 
mittee must hav e felt that the con­ 
fusions and contradictions required 
further inv estigation. Sen. McCar­ 
ran recommended that the Depart­ 
ment of Justice deal with the Lat­ 
timore case before a grand jury. 


IT WOULD 
be 
wTong in 
the 
American sense of justice to as­ 
sume that Lattimore cannot clear 
himself or that he 
is 
guilty 
of 
anything, ev en perjury, before it 
is so prov ed. On the other hand, 
when contradictions 
giv e rise to 
the assumption of perjury, t h e 
place to deal with the m atter is 
not in the State Department or the 
president’s office, but 
before 
a 
federal grand jury. This is no w 
being done. 
Usually, when a- Cabinet officer 
passes into retirement, after t h e 
opposite party has been 
elected, 
no one sheds a tear and the fare­ 
well is none too fond. Howev er, 
M cGranery’s short tenure in office 
has been so exceptional that it has 
attracted attention. 
He came in as a makeshift to 
sav e President Truman em barrass­ 
ment when 
his predecessor. J. 
Howard McGrath, was forced out 
under circumstances which still re­ 
quire clarification. He could hav e 
sat on his hands waiting for the 
appointment of his successor. He 
had no prospects of reappointment 
by either Adlai Stev enson or Gen. 
Eisenhower. 
Yet, he has exposed and dis­ 
missed crooks, brought cases 
to 
the light of day, fought subv ersiv 'es, 
put the limelight 
on 
spies 
and 
created a host of personal a nd 
political enemies who will not for­ 
get that he smashed their nefarious 
careers.

44.66 per cent. As a losing can­ 
didate, this is not as good a re­ 
cord as Gov . Dewey made as a 
loser in 1948 , when he polled 47.68 
per cent of the major-party v ote.

hav e him run again in 1952. 
Back in 1940 Willkie, as a loser,

In the federal grand jury report on sub­ 
versives in the United Nations, a process of 
public influence is described.

Lodge Says America 
Must Purify Itself 
Before Taking Lead 


DENVER IP—Sen. Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. believes America must 
end discrim ination and human in­ 
dignities at home before it can 
lead the world to lasting peace. 
Lodge, one of the architects of 
President-elect Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower’s still-forming foreign poli­ 
cy, last night asked leaders of 30 
Protestant churches to work for “ a 
durable peace based on justice” in 
this way: 
“ Work for an America that is 
strong militarily, economically and 
politically; support the United Na­ 
tions; work to make it stronger; 
advance 
tolerance 
and 
human 
rights, encourage private American 
activity abroad and hold out to all 
of suffering humanity the hope of 
liberty.” 
“ Our 
discrim inations,” 
Lodge 
added, “ are not only in conflict 
with Christian ideals, but they are 
a real danger to the success of our 
foreign policy.” 
The United States cannot defeat 
the idea of communism with dol­ 
lars or bullets, Lodge said. It must 
do it by putting into practice the 
American ideal of equality and jus­ 
tice for all, he said. 
Lodge, a M assachusetts Republi­ 
can. has been designated by Ei­ 
senhower as am bassador to the 
United Nations. He said the U. N. 
“ has not lived up to all that was 
hoped for it.” He added the U. S. 
can and m ust work to make the 
U. N. better, saying: 
“ Without world order, our ulti­ 


m ate destruction is only a m atter 
of tim e.” 
He said world opinion, generated 
in the debates of the U. N., has 
been a powerful deterrent to armed 
aggression by Russia, which he 
said has “overwhelming military' 
power in Europe and Asia.”

"that a high incidence of this di­ 
sease in the army could be crip­ 
pling.” 
All efforts to get this virus out 
of the powdered plasma by heat­ 
ing, exposure to ultraviolet light, 
etc., have failed. This is slow work, 
because every experiment must be 
tried with human volunteers. 
Blood-serum albumin extracted 
from the plasma has been found, 
however, to be completely sterile- 
especially after it has been heat­ 
ed. Moreover, it is a completely 
satisfactory substitute for plasma 
in shock prevention. 
The great drawback is that this 
substitute is wasteful. At the best,

Only 
about 
half 
the 
volume is kept in the albumin. 
The loss, however, is more than 
offset by some of the byproducts 
of 
the 
fractionization 
process. 
Chief of these is the gamma glo­

months because of its supposed 
value in preventing the crippling 
effects of polio. 
During the last few years it has 
been given to several million chil­ 
dren after

measles. The results are uncertain, 
but it is believed that the death 
rate from the disease has been 
considerably reduced.

Whole blood can be stored only 
about three weeks. After this the 
red cells begin to deteriorate ra­ 
pidly and the blood no longer is 
suitable for transfusion. 
Cells must be kept in a state 
of suspended animation by freez­ 
ing—but ordinary 
freezing 
kills 
them because they are ruptured 
by water crystals. The problem is 
to get them below the temperature 
of the formation of ice before these 
crystals have a chance to form.

Studies are in progress in the 
freezing of red cells very rapidly 
to the temperature of solid carbon 
dioxide.

months at this temperature have 
been found to have survival times 
during which they are suitable for 
transfusion, almost as long as that 
of fresh red cells. 
If these experiments are con­ 
firmed, it will be possible to build 
up large reserves of whole blood 
which can be stored indefinitely in 
this country and flown to battle­ 
fronts as the need arises. This will 
^bring about, Dr. Cannan says, an 
enormous economy in blood-pro­ 
curement programs.

^ —Czechoslovaks 
are reported fearful that the Slan- 
sky-dementia purge trials a n d 
hangings spell the quick Moscow- 
sponsored return of Sudeten Ger­ 
mans expelled by the late Presi­ 
dent Benes after World War ll. 
A Czechoslovak once close to the 
Benes government, after studying 
a letter from a professional man 
in Czechoslovakia, expressed be­ 
lief the principal purpose of the 
trial was to clear out the chief 
opponents of G e r m a n workers 
coming back into Czechoslovakia, 
a move long desired by Moscow. 
Another trial aim was to forge 
stronger ties 
with Germans 
by 
playing on whatever anti-Semitic 
feeling remains in Germany, this 
former official said. 
Anti-Zionist denunciations of the 
13 Jews among the 14 defendants 
by the Czechoslovak Red regime 
prosecutor was regarded as a bid 
to gain popularity in the A r a b 
countries. This was a valuable by­ 
product but secondary, in the view 
of t h e former official. Germany 
was the principal target, he said. 
The professional man is a Jew. 
one of those resettled from h is 


'former home into the Sudeten land 
along the border of Germany after 
some three million Germans were 
expelled. 
Benes 
considered 
the 
Sudeten Germans a spearhead of 
provocation, blaming them for the 
inroads that Hitler was able to 
make in taking over Czechoslovak­ 
ia before and after the Munich 
Agreement in 1938. 
The Sudeten people were ^killed 
workmen, in glass 
and netter}*. 
miners and industrial w o r k e r s 
Many were engineers, technicians 
and factory administrators. 
Their expulsion was a hard blow 
to Czechoslovak industry, because 
it robbed the market of skilled 
workers and because the expelled 
Germans immediately set up com­ 
petition in Germany with t h e i r 
skills. Some went to East Germany 
some to West Germany. 
Late in 1948 Moscow began bad­ 
gering the Czechoslovak 
govern­ 
ment to bring back the Germans, 
especially fro® the East Germany 
where unemployment a n d near- 
famine made the situation danger­ 
ous for the Communist off-shoot of 
Moscow. 
The Kremlin also wanted t h e 
door opened to West Germans. 


hopeful Czechoslovak communism 
could provide a propaganda 
ce­ 
ment that would unify German' 
along the lines Moscow has al­ 
ways wanted. 
But the foreign minister Vladi­ 
mir Clementis. a Slovak, hated the 
Germans more than he loved Mos­ 
cow Rudolf Slansky. the Commu­ 
nist Party boss, was a West Bo­ 
hemian who “had always lived in 
fear of Germany. 
Together they fought the Mos­ 
cow* plan and beat it early in 1949 
That was when Moscow began to 
catch up with Clementis, who had 
denounced the Stalin-Hitler act of 
1939 from his refuge in Paris 
Clementis. as foreign 
minster 
had also taken another tack Mos­ 
cow didn't like. Although Hungary 
w as a “P e o p l e ’ s Democracy." 
Clementis the Slovak managed to 
get 120.000 
Hungarians 
expelled 
from Slovakia. He also led the fight 
at the Paris Peace Conference to 
get a slice of Bratislava for the be­ 
ginnings of a h u g e Czechoslovak 
port on the Danube. 
This was not brotherly l o v e 
among the Communists and when 
the noose tightened around t h e 
neck of the cocky little Slovak at
